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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The reference of Pepe et al. teaches a method for 
managing communications of electronic messages between terminal devices (figure 1 ) comprising delivering the messages to different 
terminal devices such as cell phone (32), pager (34), telephone (26). and fax machine (24). Each of these temiinal devices has a different 
message presentation (e.g the fax machine present the message in a text format and the phone presents the message in a voice format. 
The tenminal devices shown in figure 1 represent different delivery formats and also inherently includes different presentation format (e.g 
messages to a fax machine is presented on paper and messages to a pager is displayed by the pager).
